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Credit course in Gay Studies first in Canada 


Interdisciplinary course will audit literature, film

r Nhe first gay studies course to be of- 
fered for credit at a Canadian univer- 
sity was launched last month by two 

Concordia professors. 

’ The six-credit interdisciplinary course, 
taught by English professor Robert Martin 
and Film professor Thomas Waugh, is en- 
titled, “Representation and Sexual Orienta- 
tion: Aspects of Gay Male Literature and 
Film.” 

The course, a historical survey of the 
period from 1850 to the present, will analyse 
literature and films produced by such 
famous homosexuals as Walt Whitman, 
Oscar Wilde, Herman Melville, Thomas 
Mann, Marcel Proust, E.M. Forster, Ten- 
nessee Williams, Andy Warhol, Jean Coc- 
teau, André Brassard and Derek Jarman. 

Waugh says he and Martin had been 
thinking for years about putting a course like 
this together. “It answers a need because 


there are tons of students around who want 


to explore gay studies. The reception has 
been positive — it is very encouraging.” 

Martin, the author of the book The 
Homosexual Tradition in American Litera- 
ture, says the new course follows a trend 
which has slowly been gaining acceptance 
around the world. 

“The establishment of gay studies 
centres at Yale, Cornell and the City Univer- 
sity of New York and symbolizes the 
maturity of the discipline.” 

In Canada, Toronto’s Ryerson Institute 
and the University of Toronto have intro- 


duced gay studies courses within their con-. 


tinuing education programs, but at the 
non-credit level. 


Both Martin and Waugh think Concor- 
dia is a good place to teach their course. 


“Concordia has traditionally been open 
to try new things,’ Waugh says. “Since 
Québec was the first place in North America 
to legislate sexual orientation as a basis for 
non-discrimination, it is appropriate.” 


The ‘Eyes’ have it 


Concordia Psychology project makes life easier for elderly 


people with failing eyesight 








Robert Lambert and friend Fiat 


by Buzz Bourdon 


little-known Concordia research 
Ave has made life easier for 
dozens of Montrealers who suffer 

from failing eyesight. 

Over the past four years almost 100 
people have met at the Loyola campus to 
take part in the Psychology department’s 
low vision project. — 

Psychology professor Robert Lambert, 
one of the directors of the project, says that 
the aim is not to improve subjects’ failing 
eyesight but to help them adjust to their dis- 
ability and use what’s left of their sight more 
efficiently. 

“We focused on older people who are 
not totally blind but have a vision loss to 
cope with,” Lambert says. 

He says that the subjects were com- 
pared to normal-sighted people to see how 
they were coping both socially and recrea- 
tionally with the loss of their sight.

ceptual training, which teaches them to 
make the best use of what vision they do 
have left. There’s also a control group that 
is kept around to see if the people in it 
change without counselling,” Lambert says. 

Counselling also gave the subjects lots 
of practical advice on how to make their 
lives easier, according to Lambert. “We ad- 
vise them on the type of lighting that would 
make their lives easier at home, the kinds of 
resources available in the community to help 
them cope with their vision loss, and we help 
them understand their medical situation and 
what to expect in the long-term.” 

Many of the people who participated in 
the project, Lambert says, were pleasantly 
surprised to find out that losing some sight 
does not necessarily mean that all the things 
they liked to do are now forbidden to them. 

“There was one lady who was really

upset that she could no longer go to the 
theatre to enjoy one of her favourite plays, 
‘Fiddler on the Roof.’ It was an amazing 
revelation to her that she could still go and 
enjoy the music just as well!” 


The information gathered over the past 
four years is beginning to be analysed, Lam- 
bert says, and a report will be issued in the 
next few months. 


“Our preliminary evidence shows the 
counselling is helping people who are losing 
their vision. We’ Il make the report available 
to everyone who can use it. What I’m hoping 
is that it will provide an impetus for more 
federal, provincial and private sources to 
cough up more money for this type of re- 
search. We’re showing this type of program 
can benefit people so it would be nice if 
there was more funding.”

Universities tackle 
chronic unemployment 


University-labour-business group seeks solutions 


Statistics Canada says that Montréal’s 
unemployment rate is almost three times 
higher than Toronto’s — 9.9% compared to 
3.8% — and almost 3% higher than the na- 
tional average. 

Other data indicates that chronic un- 
employment in Montréal and across Québec 
costs this province as much as $27 billion 
annually. 

To help find plausible solutions to cor- 
rect the problem, Concordia and two of her 
sister universities — Laval and UQAM — 


are joining forces next month with repre- 
sentatives of 25 other socio-economic 
groups to stage a two-day “Employment 
Forum” that will bring together almost 
2,000 delegates from every walk of Québec 
society. 

The forum — at Montréal’s Palais des 
Congrés November 5 and 6 — will attempt 
to synthesize the results of twelve regional 
forums on unemployment held across the 
province in April and May.

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Celebrations tailored to Montrealers’ means

t a news conference last Thursday 
Ais launching the activities 

for the 350th anniversary of the 
founding of Montréal, Mayor Jean Doré and 
Concordia Rector Patrick Kenniff, Chair of 
the corporation created to plan the celebra- 
tions, said the projected budget would be in 
the region of $54 million. 

But strict rules have been drawn up to 
prevent overspending similar to what hap- 
pened during the 1976 summer Olympic 
Games. “The corporation expects to allo- 
cate the estimated expenditures only when 
private and public contributions are con- 
firmed,” Kenniff told reporters at’a * ne 
gathering in Old Montréal. 

Sixty percent of the corporation ac- 
tivities will be financed through the public 


sector, the rest through the private sector. 


He also revealed that Québec Premier ~ 


Robert Bourassa and Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney have agreed to be Honorary 
Patrons of the celebrations. 

A series of activities supporting a basic 
set of themes such as: Montréal, a university 
city, an environmentally sound and healthy 
city — a cultural and tourist centre — the 
world’s second great francophone city and 
as a multicultural city are presently being 
planned. Executive Vice-President of the 
Corporation, Pierre Parent, said he hoped 
these activities “would enhance the city’s 
national and international influence. and 
concretely strengthen its tourism, 
economic, cultural and environmental at- 
tractions.” 

To date, more than 180 projects have 
been received in connection with the 350th
